The expenditure, after making liberal provision for 
renewals, shows an increase of £18,357, the net result being an 
improvement of £140,356. There was an improvement in traffic, 
both coaching and goods, although wheat and minerals show a 
sight falling-off. Relatively, the earnings increased by 14d. per 
train mile, and the expenditure decreased by 54d. per train mile. 
The capital expenditure on Railways during the six months ended 
31st Deeember, 1905, was £274,816. 


Mineral Production, 1905,—The value of the minerals won in New South 
Wales during 1905 was £6,812,126, there being the large increase 
of £592,075 over the value for 1904. To the total gold contributed 
£1,165,013, the largest value since 1899; silver and _ silver-lead, 
£2,494,052, the largest since 1900; coal, £2,003,461; and copper, 
£511,754. The largest increases during the year were shown in 


silver-lead, zinc, and copper. 


Prices.—The general index number for January was slightly lower than 
in December, 1905, but higher than in the corresponding month 
during the last five years. The index number for pastoral produce 
was 1,271, for metals 1,350, and for all articles 1,234. The pas- 
toral products were all generally higher than at the end of 1905, 
but butter and copper were lower. The new season’s wheat also 


showed a lower price. 


Meteorology.—During January the temperature in districts west of the 
Dividing Range was above the average. The rainfall was fairly 
general throughout the State, but, on the whole, was slightly below 
the average.
